BY GOVERNMENT 


Ottawa-—The Government has ap- 
pointed the mombers of the board of 
audit, which was created by act of! 
Parliament tn 1925, The board will 
eonsist of Gordon W. Scott, of Mon- 
treal, and , Jay Howson, of Toronto. 

The board of audit, acting under 
the Minister of Finance was given 
wide powers by the 1925 act. Upon 
fnstruetions, It can be put into any 
Government department, the Canadian | 
National Railways, the Canadian Gov- 
ernment Merchant Marine, or investt. | 
gate “the fimanclal affairs of any | 
commission or other public body, the | 
operations of which are ecarzied on by | 
appropriations from the treasury of 
Canada or which are aided by grants | 
or loans from the said treasury.” The) 
board reports and makes its recom-} 
mendations to the Minister of Finance, ! 
who places the teports before Parlia-| 
ment. 

It is understood, although there has| 
been no official iniimation, that the! 
newly-appointed board is to be 
assigned a task In the near 


future. 
The board has all the powers of a} 
royal commission to summon witness- 
es and take evidence. With the ap-! 
proval of the treasury board it can! 
engage clerical assistance, Its mem- | 
bers hold office for a term not ex-| 
ceeding five years and shall devote 
such portions of thei rtime to the)! 
work “as may be found reasonably | 
necessary.” They are paid by the} 
treasury boar’ sums not exceeding 
$3,000 a year. 

A further power of the board 13} 
stated in the act: “The treasury | 
board may from time to time extend | 
the powers of the board to inelude | 
inquiry into any other undertaking or 
service which has received or is seelk- 
ing aid from the treasury of Canada | 
ais may be deemed to be in the public. 
interest.”

Rheumatism Is Now 
Considered a Menace 


Famous DOvoctora Discuse Probtem at 
Big London Conference 

Long regarded as one of the minor 
troubles of Hfe, rheumatism fs now 
looked upon as one of the most ser 
fous monaces to physical efficiency, 

A remarkable gathering of doctors, 
inlustrialists, welfare workers, and 
working men, brought together by the 
Citizens’ Counell of the Federation of 
Medical and Allied Services, debated 
the problem in London, and decided 
to set up an industrial clinte to deal 
with the scourge. . 

Rheumatism has lately been re 
vealed as an insidious scourge which 
costs £ 2,000,000 a year in sick bene: 
fit’ causes more than 3,000,000 weeks 
of work to be lost every year, and re- 
sults in a very large number of deaths 
from heart diseage. 

The object of the meeting was to 
discuss the prevention and treatment 
of rheumatism tn industry, and the 
discussion was started by Sir Thomas 
Hlorder, the famous physician who re 
vealed the latest scientific opinion on 
the question. 

“Rheumatism is not a disease,” sald 
Sir Thomas. “It is perhaps the com. 
monest expression of some defect in 
the body, but it is very serious from 
the point of efliclency, because it at- 
tacks the tissues which are essential 
to movernent.” 

“There Is am idea current that cer: 
tain homely and imnocent remedies 
should be taboo,” he said, ‘and that 
you might die suddenly if you take 
them, [ am referring particularly to 
such a simple drug ag aspirin. 

“Aspirin is a very valuable drug, 
and I should Ilke to put upa statue to 
the man who made ft, but no one 
seems to know who ft was. Perhaps 
it could be put up to the ‘unknown 
chemist.” I am one of those who hare 
obtained relief from It, so I can speak 
from experience. 

“To take a dose of aspirin and then 
go on the top of a bus without an 
overcoat is asking for trouble, be- 
cause the drug opens the pores of the 
skin. The time to take aspirin ts 
when you are going to be warm an 
are not going to be subjected to 
fatigue for an hour.

Of Growing Alfalfa 


Canadian Grown Alfalfa Seed Pre. 
ferable to Any Other 

In Ontarfo alfalfa gives a consts- 
tently higher yield than fs obtained 
from the common hay mixture, The 
average yleld of alfalfa throughout 
the province during the last four yoars 
has been 2.75 tons per acre, while 
mixed clover and timothy has yleldea 
only 1.58 tons per acre during the 
same period, The Experimental 
Farm at Ottawa has grown alfalfa ene 
cessfully for many years, finding it to 
outyfeld any other hay crop and to 
Produce a very superlor quality of 
hay. 

Owing to the fact that farmers 
sometimes find ft dificult to grow al- 
falfa, the account of the methods fol- 
lowed by the Experimental Farm {In 
producing this crop, given in tho Iat- 
| eat report of KE. S. Hopking, Dominion 
| Field Husbandman, will be found of 
pecullar Interest, Mr. Hopkins om 
phasizes the importance of selecting 
| the right fleld for growing alfalfa on 
farms where the crop has not been 
grown before. A well-drained soil is 
the Orst requisite, because alfalfa will 
not grow satisfactorily where water 
lies on the surface of the ground or 
stands within a couplo of feet of the 
surface. A fleld having a slight slope 
will provide ample drainage and will 
|gtow large crops of alfalfa even upon 
heavy sofl. 

The fleld selected should not con- 
taln acid or sour soll. If it is only 
slightly acid it may be corrected by 
the application of lime, but no attempt 
| should be made to grow alfalfa on a 
very acid soll. A fertile soll is very 
necessary in getting a start with al- 
|falfa. After the alfalfa is established, 
|however, it requires Tess additions of 
minure or fertilizers than almost any 
other farm crop. Weedy land shoule 
| be carefully avolded. 
| The seeding of hardy alfalfa secd 
lis a mecessary requisite to success, 
) and Canadian grown seed Is prefer- 
|able to any other. The importance of 
|inoculating the seed must not be over- 
| locked, as it is frequently the means 
of preventing partial or even total 
fallure. 
| The methods of tnoculation and of 
| seeding with or without a nurse crop 
‘are detailed in the report, which may 
| be obtained free from the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculture,
